SCHOOL REPORT, TOWN DISTRICT. 


The schools for the past year, with one or two exceptions, ~ 
have been fairly successful. We believe it to be for the inter- 
est of the scholars, whenever practicable, to retain ‘the same 
teacher during the entire school year. ‘There are many reasons 
why this is beneficial. The teacher knows the scholar in every 
sense,—in disposition and habits, as well as in ability to learn. 
Nor is there time wasted in ascertaining the standing of each 
scholar in his respective studies: Some things work against 
the best success of our schools. One of these we believe to be 
lack of discipline. No scholar, and therefore no school, can do 
its best work when noise and tumult prevail. A firm, consistent 
teacher can do much to maintain good order, yet it is possible 
for the parents wonderfully to help a teacher even in this mat- 
ter, usually considered wholly the teacher’s work. Another 
item detrimental to the best interests of intellectual progress on 
the part of our scholars is lack of personal interest shown by 
parents in the work being done by the teacher for their child, 
even the work done by the child itself. Is time—8o necessary 
to satisfactory progress from the primary class to the most 
advanced—valued as it should be, when for the slightest pre- 
text the school week is broken by being absent half or even 
whole days? Does the work accomplished, or the ease gained, 
compensate for the positive loss to your child? We would urge 
upon parents the importance of having their children ready to 
attend school at its first session, whether it commence one week 
earlier or later than usual, and of giving them the privilege of 
uninterrupted attendance. Ask them often of their progress, 
and interest them in every wav you can in their school work. 
Good order can be secured only by the impartial enforcement 
of just rules, and the parent should codperate with the teacher 


to this end. ‘The little school on High Street is favored in an

unusual degree by the personal interest of the parents. The 
names of nearly all the parents appear on the register as visi- 
tors. This is commendable, and is a precedent we hope the 
parents in each district will imitate. The new law now in force 
requires towns to furnish text-books free. Your committee will 
arrange to comply with the law’s demands, and establish only 
such rules as will tend to preserve the books and return to the 
town a fair equivalent for unnecessary damage or loss. The 
high school, which has just closed a term of twelve weeks, 
under the instruction of Wm. E. Stanley, of New London, a 
student at Dartmouth, has again proved of rich advantage to 
the advanced scholars of our town. We believe the trifle asked 
of the school-district, to aid the Trustees of the Academy 
Fund to maintain annually a term of ten or twelve weeks, to 
be money wisely invested, and it should be cheerfully granted.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 
--PENACOOK SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


We herewith submit the fifth annual report. 

The schools have been in session 35 weeks during the year,— 
twelve weeks each in the spring and fall terms, and eleven 
weeks in the winter term. 

Mr. Ray, the popular principal of the school for the last 
year, was willing to continue his services, but demanded an 
increase in salary, naming .the sum of $1,000 as the lowest 
price for which he was willing to give his time and attention to 
the school. E 

After a careful consideration of the subject, the board of edu- 
cation decided that the amount of school funds subject to their 
disposal was not sufficient to permit so large a part to be paid 
for the services of a single teacher, when the demand was 
imperative that three teachers should be employed in order to 
do justice to all departments of the school, and so we were com- 
pelled to look elsewhere for a principal. 

Mr. E.. K. Smith, a teacher of large experience in village 
schools and academies, was engaged for the spring term, but, as 
he wished to continue his medical studies, could not return for 
the fall term. ‘ 

Mr. Bert Holland, a young man who had had some experience 
and was well recommended, was engaged for the fall term, and 
continued to serve through the winter term. Both these gentle- 
men have given their best efforts to make the school successful 
and profitable. . 

The school registers show an irregular attendance, and an 
apparent want of interest on the part of many of the scholars ; 
and we fear that such indifference may not be wholly confined | 
to them. We are aware that there has been sickness, and that 
may be partly the reason for absences and other delinquencies. 
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‘There have been a few scholars whose record it is a pleasure to 
examine ; and we hope that the good seed will produce more of 
the same kind. Miss Susie A. Hall was promoted to be the | 
teacher in the intermediate school, where she has been very suc- 
cessful. She combines in a marked degree the faculty to inter- 
est and instruct, with the ability to govern her scholars. Miss 
‘Georgie Chandler was elected to be teacher in the primary 
school, and has had better success than we had expected, some ; 
‘scholars having made unusual improvement. Miss Chandler is 
a hard working and painstaking teacher.
